coaches and •three sleepers were thrown 
down a twenty foot embankment. 


The injured were conveyed to a farm 


house nrnr by. whieh was converted into 
a hospital. 
Physicians were sent- from 


this city in carriages and later by re- 
lief train. All 'the injured were brought 
•io -llie city except four nnd they will be 
brought in this afternoon.

was torn w> for 800 feet and traffic was 
suspended "-ill r.ooi:. 


BAD ILLIXOIS WRECK. 


BLOOM IXGTOX, 111., Aug. 24.—Thirty 


or more passengers were seriously injur- 
ed, some perhaps fatally by a peculiar 
collision at tl.u Junction of the Illinois 
Central and Lake Kric & Western rail- 
roads near here today. 


While a passenger train westbound on 


the lat'ter road was passing over the 
crossing a ear of stock whieh was being 
pushed by a switch engine on 'the Illinois 
Central became uncoupled from the en- 
gine and dashed ir.to the side 
of 
the 


passenger train with terrific force smash- 
ing the coach ill nnd 
injuring 
nearly 


every one of 'the sixty occupants. 
The 


covieii was thrown over on Hs side and 
pun hilly down an embankment. 


The train crew removed the injured to

ell'eet on hunters who have been accus- 
tomed to take their sport in the state. 
The 
applications for hunting 
licenses 


are in no way curtailed; in fac'. they 
are, if anything, more numerous than in 
any previous year. But it will behoove 
sport-men—and women, for there are a 
few of the hitter—to carry with them 
copies of the Inws for constant and eare- 
111! perusal lest, in some unguarded mo- 
ment they shatter the peace and dignity 
nf the commonwealth and thereby have 
a game warden after them with the ac- 
companying horrors of u justice shop. 


MUST POST UP OX LAWS. 


Wise hunters will when they sec gome 


examine 
the lav/3 boforo 
tiring. The 


game may possibly get away, but the 
iinnter will save himself a heap of trou- 
ble thereby. It has been suggested that 
in addition to the guide the sportsman 
make arrangements to be accompanied 
by a reader for the purpose aforesaid 
who can give the salient features of the 
law on deer, ducks, or other game, while 
the Iinnter is getting a good aim. In ad- 
dition to other restrictions this year no 
game isa llowed to, be sold in the state 
and those who have been accustomed 
to paying part of their expenses by dis- 
posing of game whieh they did not want 
will now have to remember their friends 
or find sonic other way of disposing of 
it. 


This feature fulls heavier on. hotels 


and restaurant men than on the hunt- 
el's, us the burden of proof will lie on 
the bonifneo who serves game to show 
that it was not purchased in Wisconsin. 
Any 
one wanting a game dinner 
will 


have to shoot the game llrst and then 
have it served, accoinpaTiled by proper 
proofs of Identification nnd statements, 
properly certified to, that the succulent 
duck or juicy venison Wits either the 
fruits of the diner's prowo&i with gun 
or 
rifle, or that 
he had friends 
who 


could shoot. If the game wardens at- 
tend to their duty properly they will 
lead a strenuous life for the next few 
months and earn their salaries.—Chica- 
go Record-Herald 


Farmers in the town of Caledonia are 


highly excited on account of two valu- 
able horses of Joseph Cole, a. leading 
farmer, 
having died of hydrophobia. 


Twenty-one days ago a horse of Mr. 
Cole died in great agony, from the re- 
sults of having been bitten by a strange 
dog that chanced to run through the 
country. 
Before 
death . the 
animal 


showed every indication of hydrophobia 
and bit and jumped- -at anything and 
everything that came in Its way. 


The barn where tlie • horse was kept 


was scrubbed out, carbolic acid used and 
everything possible done to make the 
place 
sanitary and 
healthy. 
Another 


horse, given to Mrs. Cole- by her broth- 
er, 31. M. Seeor, of this city, was placed 
in the stall. Some' days ogo this beast 
showed indications of mildness, but Mr. 
and Mrs. Cole believed it was some oth- 
ed disease and secured medicine to cure 
it. 


The medicine was placed in a bottle 


and their eighteen year old son entered 
the stable to administer the drug. The 
horse became wild, bit the bottle in two 
pieces 
and the 
neck went down 
its 


throat. The. boy made an ctFort to re- 
move the broken bottle and was either 
bitten "on two lingers or cut. He came 
to Racine nnd went to the office of Dr. 
Collins, but the doctor was not at home 
and he repaired to a drug store and had 
the wounds dressed, not thinking any- 
thing particular of the injuries. 


The horse was taken from its stall in- 


to the farm yard to be shot and killed, 
and persons who took it out were, oblig- 
ed to look out for their lives. The ani- 
miil was thrown or fell down and was 
unable to get up. It then attacked it- 
self and bit nnd tore its flunks in a hor- 
rible manner until Mr. Cole could kill 
it. 


Today Mrs. Cole was in the city and 


much excited on account of the injuries 
to the boy's hand. Dr. Collins advised 
that the lad be taken to the I'nstcur 
Institute at Chicago. The police advis- 
ed the same thing, and the boy will be 
taken to thnt place at once. 


Alf'iough his hnnd is swelled consid- 


erably he has experienced no particular 
pain. His parents fear, however, that 
he will share the fate of the two horses. 
Mr. Cole is a poor man and the loss of 
the horses fall's heavily on him. Jt is 
probable that the state veterinary sur- 
geon may be called upon to inspect the 
burn. 


In the. meantime the farmers of Cale- 


donia will kill every suspicious looking 
dog that comes out that way.

LEFT NOTE EXPLAINING 


CAUSE FOE HIS EASE ACT 


Domestic Troubles Led to Unsettling: 


ofiUnd-Jfroperty Worth 810,000 


Left to Briiiff Up and Educate 


Only Son. 


Despondency, brought on by domestic 


troubles, caused Hans Rubjarg, one of 
the best known Danes of Racine, and a 
member of the firm of Rubjarg Bros., 
painting contractors, to commit suicide 
Saturday night, by taking morpTiine in 
a room at the home of his brother, C. N. 
Rubjarg, No. 101C State street, where 
he has been living for some weeks. 


The news of the suicide wag a shock1 


to tho hundreds of friends of Mr. Rub- 
jarg and brought forth expressions of 
sorrow. All' day Saturday, or up to 1- 
o'elock, Mr. Rubjarg was about his place 
of business and even figured on a job of 
painting. He told his brother to go to 
the bank and get money to pay off the 
men in their employ, as he desired to go 
to his ruom and sleep a few hours. 
At 


12 o'clock he went to the room and no 
attention was paid to him until about 
4:30 when his brother opei.ed the door 
to call him. 


PHYSICIANS COULD NOT AID. 


Tlie, brolhe.r was startled to hear him 
roaning and 
frothing at the mouth. 


He called to the. suffering man, received 
no answer and then ran for his wife and 
informed her that Hans was either very 
sick or had taken poison. Dr. Pope was 
scut for, but hu could not be found and 
Dr. Fitzgibbotis was summoned and did 
all he could for the man, but to no 
avail, for 
he died between 7 and S 


o'clock, 


MONK YTO EDUCATE SOX. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified and 


repaired to the scene of the suicide. A 
search revealed an cmptly box that had 
contained morphine, but there was no 
name on the box to indicate- where the 
drug was purchased, Further search re- 
vealed a note written in one of the ac- 
count books oi the firm. It was ad- 
dressed to the brother and said that the 
deceased wonted to be forgiven by all. 
That he could not stand his troubles 
any longer, advising the sale of some 
contracts that the firm had for painting 
school houses for $100 each and that his 
property, possibly worth about J10.000, 
be given to his 
wife and brother, 
to 


bring up nnd educate the nine yeur old 
son. The note was written in the Dan- 
ish language and contained some other 
private matters. 


Hans Hnbjarg was born in Denmark 


years ago. 
Sixteen years ago 
lie 


came to America. He was thrifty and 
ambitions and soon started in the paint- 
ing business. Later 
on 
a partnership 


wns established between him and his 
brothc.r. Eleven years ago he.was mar- 
ried to Mary Xelson, formerly of Kce- 
nali, Wis, Two years later a son was 
born. Until about a year ago the do- 
mestic relations of Mr. Rubjarg wcro 
apparently happy and tne ilrm enjoyed 
a large and lucrative business. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLES ARISE. 


Loss •than three months ugo Mr. Rub- 


jarg discovered his \vifo in a wine room 
on State street. He was infuriated and 
foug'ht the mnn who was with her, beat- 
ing him considerably. Shortly after lie 
commenced 
proei-edings 
for divorce, 


charging unfaithfulness. 
The 
wife an- 


swered nnd denied all of the allegations 
nnd chnrgcil cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment as-oinst the husband. At the time 
the affair created quite a sensation. 


Eventually both parties withdrew the 


proceedings and it was supposed that 
the man and his wife would again live 
together. Mrs. Rubjarg went north on 
a visit. A few days ago she returned 
and this agitntcd the husband, and he 
was not himself for several days. 


ROBBED 01- WATCH AND $71. 
One evening recently he nnd n com- 


panion sat down in a wagon in the rear 
of liis store. They went to sleep nnd 
when they awoke it was discovered that 
some person had robbed them. A gold 
watch and a check for nbout $74 was 
taken from Mr. Hnbjarg. 


Tho brother sal J thnt on Saturday Ma 


dead brother was iill right and attending 
to business find he had no suspicion from 
hla actions that he contemplated ending 
his life, ho making no intimations In 
thnt direction. Once beforo when des- 
pondent, it is said, that Mr. Rubjarg at- 
tempted to end his life, but that his 
wife prevented him from so doing. 


It 
is estimated that Mr. Rubjarg 


leaves property valued at. about $9,000 


or $10,000. He was a member of the 
Danish . Brotherhood and 
also of 
tho 


Dania society, and had an insurance of 
$1,000 on his life. 


THE INQUEST HELD. 


The inquest, which 
was 
adjourned, 


was held this morning at 10 o'clock by. 
Coroner Hoylo. 


Dr. F. J. Pope and Dr. Sorenson testi- 


fied that in their opinion tho man came 
to his death by taking morphina. 


Annie Rubjarg testified that Hans 


Rubjarg came up stairs at her home, 
went to Ilia room to sleep; and that was 
all she knew about it. 


C. M. Rubjarg, brother of deceased, 


testified to having found his brother in 
a 
dying condition, having given 
the 


alarm and 'ran after doctorj. Ho also 
read the following note found in one of 
the firm's account books, written by, de- 
ceased before death: 


Charge for Robinsori inside work. 


Charge for painting woodwork on back 
of Dr. Snoop's. Scan Hardy's bouse. Ha 
owes us the money, Matinus has one- 
half of the- business. Sell school jobs at 
S100 each. Give my wife all to tako 
cnro of the boy with. Send for Maria, 
and the boy, Alvin. Forgive you aU. 
Life is too hard for me. Good-bye. 
Maria's insurance paper is in the safe. 
Keep it up. 


C. G. Anderson testified 
to having 


been, notified of Mr. Rubjarg-'s condition 
by Ms brother; that he went up stairs 
and remained there until Hans died. 


William Schultz testified that Hana 


Rubjarg came to his place of business 
on July 1 and purchased twenty mor- 
phine pills, stating that they were for 
u Mrs. Gregur, who lived in tho coun- 
try. 


The jury, composed of Charles Mohr, 
A. F. Gates, Walter Morcy, Earl Lam- 


berton, 
Charles Beecher and Lucius 


Fisher, rendered a verdict in accordance 
with the facts.

problem and the plant here state that to 
reduce the cost of supplying sweet, pure 
niilk is a sonsurnmation to be dcvout- 


.vished. This result, they claim, can 


be brought about by means of a sani- 
tary milk plant organized by reliable, re- 
sponsible and enterprising business men 
of, the city. They can build the sani- 
tary milk plant, control the sale of milk 
by'furnishing pure milk, which will de- 
crease the death rate.

Milk will be secur- 
ed from carefully groomed cows in clean 
stables, and it will be taken to the fac- 
tory and all germs killed and then the 
inilk is to be bottled and will be deliv- 
ered to customers as cool and healthy 
a.= it i? possible to get it. 


They say, and truthfully so, that Pas- 


teurization destroys all germs. 
It puri- 


fies the inilk of -foreign matter. It de- 
stroys obnoxious odors. It leaves the 
cream and milk sweet, nnd it will remain 
sweet for several days.

CHEAPER AL.COHO&. 


The movement looking towards secur- 


ing cheaper aJcohol appears to have gain- 
ed ground since the adjournment of con- 
gress and in the next session may pos- 
sibly succeed. This movement is not at 
all upon the lines of cheaper alcohol for 
liquoring purposes, but for use in the 
arts and manufacturing of articles in 
which the use of alcohol is necessary 
A committee is now at work, .that is will 
be, iii conference with the commissioner 
of internal revenue with the object of 
irriving a± some plan by which the ques- 
tion may be presented to congress 
the proper form. It U desirable to secure 
fifteen cer.t alcohol if a possible thing, 
and if this be accomplished the effect 
rill be indeed wonderful in revolution- 
izing some industries. 


In France and Germany iho use of al- 


cohol is just -as common as is gasoline 


this country, while here alcohol s 


ex'lrcmcly useful and so costly as well, is 
only used in certain departments o£ the 
arts in scientific works and in medicines 
because of the extreme cost, only made 
xtrcme by the very high tax placed bj 
the government years ago and never re 
duced. The cost of alcohol in Germany 
is between 10 and 18 cents, and if the 
tax was removed in the United States 
the cost would he reduced to between 
Jn and 20 cents. Alcohol is vastly safer 
than i.-i gasoline, or benzine and can be 
used for cooking, 
heating, propelling 


motors, furnishing power, and in fact i«

American Defender Finishes 7 Minutes, 2 


Seconds Ahead of ShamrocK After De- 


ducting Time Allowance of 1.57. 


In a Stiff Breeze Blowing From 12 to 15 Knots an Hour Captain 


Barr's Gallant Crew Sail Thirty. Mile Course, TaKing 


Lead After First Hour's Sailing—Fifty Second Anni- 


versary of Winning of Queen's Cup by America. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—On the fifty-' 


second anniversary of the winning of the 
Queen's cup by tho America, the Sham- 
rock III, Sir Thomas Lipton's third can- 
didate for the international trophy, now 
known (vs tho America's cup, was de- 
feated by the Reliance, time allowance 
excluded from the reckoning, by S min- 
utes 50 seconds.

FAST RACE IN PROSPECT. 


A true, clean contest which can leave 


no doubt of superiority, such us lluky 
winds penult, should result today in 
the race butwec:i Reliance and Shamrock 
111 for the prize which so long has been 
coveted by Knglish yachtsmen. The wind 
ut S ii. m. blew ctcadily out of the west 
southwest at a rate of from eight to ten 
knots and from n. perfectly cloudless sky.

tions would sail a finished race. The 
breeze which had died down somewhat

LaCroi-se Politician Sl»ln lii Runaway While 


Drlvlnc In .tlllwaukcr.

VIENNA, Aug. 24.—The Ncu Friere 


Prcssn correspondent at Constantinople, 
telegraphs that a band of Bulgarians has; 
attacked tha Rukish town from Urgas, 
eolith of Iniadna on the coast of Tur- 
key and have blown v.[> the government 
building with dynamite. It is reported 
tliat 200 persons were killed. 


WHOLESALE MASSACRES. 


SOFIA, Aug. 24.—Kcprn-.ts from Mon- 


a.=tir authenticated by the Russian and 
Austrian consuls give horrifying details 
of the massacres and atrocities. At the 
vilayet of Anv.ensko the Turks fired 150 
out of 157 houses and massacred every 
man, 
woman and child. The 
women 


were subject to the most horrible atro- 
cities by .the soldiers. 


Eight revolntionarists 
captured 
at 


Knitihevo who were sent in the direction 
or Mona-stir were slaughtered by their 
guards. 


The sanitary conditions of -Krushevo 


arc described as 
revolting. The dead 


are lying in the streets stripped of every 
garment, 
thu Turks even taking 
the 


vestments o!T the body of a priest. 


The Turks arc reported to have mas- 


sacred all the women and children in 
twentj-rf.wo villages of the district of 
Florins and Monastir and to have after- 
wards ourncd the villages. 
They ore 


also alleged to have killed a number of 
prisoners. 


The streets of Krushevo are scud to 


be strewn with dead and the remaining 
residents are refusing to bury the bod- 
ies fearing to incur the suspicion of tho 
Turks. Following 
the 
proclamation 


throughout the vilayet 
of Advianoplty 


the 
insurgents cut all the 
telegraph 


lines connecting the city of Adrianoplc 
with the eab'tern parts of the vilayet. 


There are unconfirmed rumors here 


that fighting and massacres are proceed- 
ing in the streets of Adrianoplc. 


INSUBOENTS ACTIVE.

HOUTERS, GET POSTED! 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 24.—The strin- 


gency of the Wisconsin fish and game 
laws does not seem to have the sb'ghtest 
effect on hunters who have been accus- 
tomed to take their sport in the state. 
The 
applications for hunting licenses 


are in no way curtailed; in fact they 
are, if anything, more numerous than in 
any previous year. But it will behoove 
sportsmen—and women, for there are a 
few of the latter—to carry with them 
copies of Hie laws for constant and care- 
ful perusal lest in some unguarded mo- 
ment they shatter the peace and dignity 
of the commonwealth and thereby have 
a game warden after them with the ac- 
companying horrors of a justice shop. 


MUST POST TJJ? ON LAWS. 


Wise hunters will when they sec game 


examine 
the laws before firing. The 


game may possibly get away, but the 
hunter will save himself a heap of trou- 
ble thereby. It has been suggested that 
in addition to the guide the sportsman 
make arrangements to be accompanied 
by a reader for the purpose aforesaid 
who can give the salient features of the 
law on deer, ducks, or other ga.mc, while 
the hunter is getting a good aim. In ad- 
dition to other restrictions this year no 
game isa llowed to.be sold in the state 
and those who have been accustomed 
to paying part of their expenses by dis- 
posing of game which they did not want 
will now have to remember their friends 
or find some other way of disposing of 
it. 


This feature falls heavier on. hotels 


and restaurant men than on the hunt- 
era, as the burden of proof will lie on 
the boniface who serves game to show 
that it was not purchased in Wisconsin. 
Any 
one wanting a game dinner will 


have to shoot the game first and then 
have it served, accompanied by proper 
proofs of identification »nd statements, 
properly certified to, that tho succulent 
duck or juicy venison Was either the 
fruits of the diner's prowess with gun 
or rifle, or that he had friends 
who 


could shoot. If the game wardens at- 
tend to their duty properly they will 
lead a strenuous life for the next few 
months and earn their salaries.—Chica- 
go Record-Heral^ 


NOW BOY IS AFBAID 


Animal, Which It is Thought Bit 


Caledonia Lad, Dies of 


Hydrophobia. 


SECOND ONE TO MEET 


DEATH IN THIS WAY 


Was Confined in Same Stall as First 


Unfortunate Equine—Child of 


Joseph Cole Will be Taken to 


.Pasteur Institute. 


Farmers IB the town of Caledonia are 


highly excited on account of two valu- 
able horses of Joseph Cole, a leading 
farmer, 
having died of hydrophobia. 


Twenty-one days ago a horse of Mr. 
Cole died in great agony, from the re- 
sults of having been bitten by a strange 
dog that chanced to, run through the 
country. 
Before 
death , the 
animal 


showed every indication^ of hydrophobia 
and bit and jumped- vat anything and 
everything that came ib 'its way. 


The barn where tlieihorse was kept 


was scrubbed out, carbolic acid used and 
everything possible done! to make the 
place sanitary and. healthy. Another 
horse, given to Sirs. :G61e-by her broth- 
er, M. M. Secor, of this city, was placed 
in the stall. Some'days ago this beast 
showed indications' of madness, but Mr. 
and Mrs. Cole believed it was some oth- 
cd disease and secured medicine to cure 
it. 


The medicine was placed in a bottle 


and their eighteen year old son entered 
the stable to administer the drug. The 
horse became wild, bit the bottle in two 
pieces 
and the 
neck went down its 


throat. The boy made an effort to re- 
move the broken bottle arid was either 
bittcn'on two fingers or cut. lie came 
to Rapine and went to the omc.» of Dr. 
Collins, but the doctor was not at home 
and he repaired to a drug store and had 
the wounds dressed, not thinking any- 
thing particular of the injuries. 


The horsu was taken from its stall in- 


to the farm yard to be shot and killed, 
and persons who took it out were, oblig- 
ed to look out for their lives. The ani- 
mal was thrown or fell down and was 
unable to get up. It then attacked it- 
self and bit and tore its flanks in a hor- 
rible manner until Mr. Cole could kill 
it. 


Today Mrs. Cole was in the city and 


much excited on account of the injuries 
to the boy's hand. Dr. Collins advised 
that the lad be taken to the Pasteur 
Institute at Chicago. The police advis- 
ed the same thing, and the boy will be 
taken to that place at once. 


Although his hand is swelled consid- 


erably he has experienced no particular 
pain. His parents fear, however, that 
he will share the fate of the two horses. 
Mr. Cole is a poor man and the loss of 
the horses falls heavily on him. It is 
probable that the state veterinary sur- 
geon may be called upon to inspect the 
barn. 


In the meantime the farmers of Calo- 


donia will kill every suspicious looking 
dog that comes out that way. 


WOOD BACK FROM BORNEO

of sufficient strength to permit his en- 
tering the interior, where he expects 
good results in his dealings wrth tho na- 
tives and by applying some of the ideas 
he has evolved ma n, result of his obser- 
vations in Borneo.

Pan-American company with a capital 
stock .placed at $250,000,000, were filed 
here with the secretary of the territory. 
The purpose o£ the corporation it is 
said is to build a line of railway ex- 
tending from Port Kelson, Hudson Bay, 
in a southerly line, crossing the line of 
the 
Canadian Pacific near 
Winnipeg, 


Man., • through the Dakotas, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
to Galveston, from Galveston through 
the-republic of Mexico to the boundary 
line of Central America, through the 
Isthmus of Panama, thence through the 
United "States of Colombia to Ecuador 
and finally through' the republic of Peru 
to Buenos Ayres on the Atlantic ocean. 
Also a branch line beginning in the re- 
public of Peru and extending in a south- 
erly direction through Brazil to Eio de- 
Janeiro; also a, branch line beginning in 
the republic of Peru and extending in a 
southerly direction through Chili to Val- 
paraiso on the south Pacific ocean. 


The estimated cost of; the Pan-Ameri- 


can railway is $250,000,000 and the es- 
timated length 10,000 miles.

LEFT NOTE EXPLAINING 


CAUSE FOE HIS EASH ACT 


Domestic Troubles Led to Unsettling 


of Mind—Property Worth 810,000 


Left to Bring Up and Educate 


Only Son. 


Despondency, brought oa by domestic 


troubles, caused Hans Rubjarg, one of 
the best known Danes of Racine, and a 
member of the firm of Rubjarg Bros., 
painting contractors, to commit suicide 
Saturday night, by taking morphine in 
a room at the home of his brother, C. If. 
Rubjarg, No. 1010 State street, where 
he has been living for some weeks. 


The news of the suicide was a shock 


to the hundreds of friends of Mr. Rub- 
jarg and brought forth expressions of 
sorrow. 
AH' day Saturday, or up to 12 


o'clock, Mr. Rubjarg was about his place 
of business and even figured on a job of 
painting. He told his brother to go to 
the bank and get money to pay off the 
men in their employ, as he desired to go 
to his room and sleep a few hours. At 
12 o'clock he went to the room and no 
attention was paid to him until about 
4:30 when his brother opeLed the door 
to call hlrn. 


PHYSICIANS COULD SOT AID. 
The brother was startled to hear him 


groaning and fi'othing at the mouth. 
He called to the suffering man, received 
no answer and then ran for his wife and 
informed her that Hans was either very 
sick or had taken poison. Dr. Pope was 
sent for, but he could not be found and 
Dr. Fitzgibbons was summoned and did 
all he could for the man, but to no 
avail, for he died between 7 and 8 
o'clock. 


MOXE YTO EDUCATE SON. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified and 


repaired to the scene of the suicide. A 
search revealed an cmptly box that had 
contained morphine, but there was no 
nsme on the box to indicate where the 
drug was purchased. Further search re- 
vealed a note written in one of the ac- 
count books of the firm. It was ad- 
dressed to the brother and said that the 
deceased wanted to be forgiven by all. 
That he could not stand his troubles 
any longer, advising the sale of some 
contracts that the firm had for painting 
school houses for $100 each and that bis 
property, possibly worth about $10,000, 
be given to his wife and brother, 
to 


bring up ond educate the nine year old 
son. The note was written in the Dan- 
ish language and contained some other 
private matters. 


Hans Hubjarg was born in Denmark 


34 years ago. Sixteen years ago 
he 


came to America. He wns thrifty and 
ambitions and soon started in the paint- 
ing business. Later on a partnership 
wns established between him ami his 
brother. Eleven years ago he,was mar- 
ried to Mary Nelson, formerly of Nee- 
nah, Wis. TITO years later a son was 
born. Until about a year ago the do- 
mestic relations of Mr. Rubjarg wcra 
apparently Imppy and the firm enjoyed 
a large and lucrative business. 


• DOMESTIC TROUBLES ARISE. 
Less than three months ago Mr. Rub- 


jarg discovered his wife in a wine room 
on State street. He was infuriated and 
fought the man who was with her, beat- 
ing him considerably. Shortly after he 
commenced 
proceedings 
for divorce, 


charging unfaithfulness. 
The 
wife an- 


swered ftnd denied all of the allegations 
and charged cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment against the husband. At the time 
the affair created quite a sensation. 


Eventually both parties withdrew the 


proceedings and it was supposed that 
the man ond his wife would again live 
together. Mrs. Rubjarg went north ou 
a visit. A few days ago she returned 
and this agitated the husband, and he 
was not himself for several days. 


ROBBED OF WATCH AND $74. 
One evening recently he and a com- 


panion sat down in a wagon in the rear 
of his store. They went to sleep and 
when they awoke it was discovered that 
some person had robbed them. A gold 
watch and ft cheek for about $74 was 
taken from Mr. Rubjarg. 


The brother 'said that on Saturday his 


dead brother was all right and attending 
to business and he had no suspicion from 
his actions that ho contemplated ending 
his llf», ho making no Intimations In 
that direction. Once before when des- 
pondent, it is said, that Mr. Rubjarg at- 
tempted to end his life, but that his 
wife prevented him from so doing. 


It 
is estimated that Mr. 
Rubjarg 


leaves property valued at about $0,000 


or $10,000. He was a member of the 
Danish . Brotherhood and also of tha 
Damn, society, and had an insurance of 
$1,000 on his life. 


THE INQUEST HELD. 


The inquest, which 
was 
adjourned, 


was held this morning at 10 o'clock by. 
Coroner Hoyle. 


Dr. F. J. Pop« and Dr. Soremon testi- 


fied that in their opinion the man came 
to his death by taking morphine. 


Annie Rubjarg testified 
that Hans 


Rubjarg came up stairs at her home, 
went to his room to sleep and that was 
all she knew about it. 


C. M. Rubjarg, brother of deceased, 


testified to having found hia brother in 
a dying condition, having given tha 
alarm and 'ran after doctors. He alga 
read the following note found in one of 
the firm's account booka, written bj; de- 
ceased before death.: 


Charge for Robinson inside work. 


Charge for painting woodwork oh back 
of Dr. Shoop's. Scan Hardy's house. He 
owes us the money. Marinus has one- 
half of the business. Sell school job* at 
$100 each. Give my -wife all to taka 
care of the boy with. Send for Maria 
and the boy, Alvin. Forgive you all. 
Life is too hard for me. Good-bye. 
Maria's insurance paper is in the safa. 
Keep it up. 


C. G. Anderson 
testified to having 


been notified of Sir. Hubjarg-'s condition 
by his brother; that he went up stairs 
and remained there until Hans died. 


William Schultz testified that Hans 


Rubjarg came to his place of business 
on July 1 and purchased twenty mor- 
phine pills, stating that they were fop 
a Mrs. Gregur, who lived in the coun- 
try. 


The jury, composed of Charles Mbhr, 
A. F. Gates, Walter Morey, Earl Lam- 


berton, Charles 
Beecher and Lucius 


Fisher, rendered a verdict in accordance 
with the facts. 


The jury brought in the following ver- 


dict: 


We, the undersigned 
jurymen, find 


that the deceased, Hans C. Rubjarg, 
came to his death by an overdose of an 
opiate administered by his own hand 
with suicidal intent, on the twenty-sec- 
ond day of August, A. D. 1903, at 1026 
State street, Racine, Wis. 


The funeral of Hans Rubjarg will take 


place tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock 
from Dacia Hall.

The'faet that a pure milk company has 


been organized in this city with a capital 
of $50,000, that buildings are being erect- 
ed and that the concern will be in oper- 
ation within 00 days, has created consid- 
erable interest and it is said that the 
stock is now worth $105 and $106. 


There is a question as to whether the 


dairymen of the city and county will 
take kindly to the enterprise and wheth- 
er they will bring their cream and milk 
to the plant and sell it, instead of ped- 
dling it from house to house as is the 
custom at present. ICo doubt the 'ma- 
jority of farmers and dairymen will so 
dispose of their milK provided the com- 
pany will pay them a good price for the 
product. 


Of course the plan of the company is 


to give the people of the city pure milk, 
that is sterilized ,milk. Stables 
from 


which milk is .purchased will be inspect- 
ed by agents of; the - company and the 
.cattle examined soi as to make sure the 
product is all right. Then; the process 
,of purification, already explained in the 
Journal, will be. gone through with. 


Those interested in the 
pure . milk 


problem and the plant here state that to 
reduce the cost .of,supplying sweet, pure 
niilk is a sonsummation to be devout- 
ly wished. This result, they claim, can 
be brought about by means of a sani- 
tary milk plant organized by reliable, re- 
sponsible and enterprising business men 
of the city. They can build the sani- 
tary milk plant, control the sale of milk 
by furnishing pure milk, which will de- 
crease the death rate. 


Much of the milk used in cities is 


hauled in cans, the covers of which are 
removed many times in the day. Sever- 
al different wagons canvass the same 
streets, the same blocks, making much 
unnecessary expense and competition 
which results in poor milk. 


Inspection under authority as far as 


the farms are concerned is what tlie 
company proposes. Milk will be secur- 
ed from carefully groomed cows in clean 
stables, and it will be taken to the fac- 
tory and all germs killed and then the 
milk is to be bottled and will be deliv- 
ered to customers as cool and healthy 
as it is possible to get it. 


They say, and truthfully so, that Pas- 


teurization destroys all genus. It puri- 
fies the milk of. .foreign matter. It de- 
stroys obnoxious odors. It leaves the 
cream and milk sweet, and it will remain 
sweet for several days. 


The outcome ,of this new plant will be 


watched with interest and action of 
dairymen and farmers toward it is a vi- 
tal question. 


A representative of the Journal was 


told today, of a peculiar instance that 
fully demonstrates the strange nature 
of some people; or perhaps it may be 
best to say, their innate greed and in- 
gratitude.

Their whole de- 
sire and ambition seemed to be center- 
ed on. just one object, to-wit: the accum- 
ulation of property for the benefit of 
their children, consisting of two boys 
and one girl, long since grown to the 
age of maturity. 


Had not the old gentleman had the 


foresight to provide himself and wife be- 
fore their death a. burial lot in Mouud 
cemetery it is highly probable their re- 
mains might today be resting beneath 
the sod in the Potter's field, as not even 
a wooden slab marks the place of their 
burial, and yet they left their only off- 
spring, three in number, as above stated, 
the handsome sum of $25,000. 


This is said not to be an exceptional 


case, as there are quite a number of sim- 
ilar instances to be found in Mound 
cemetery, be it said to the shame of the 
living ones whose selfishness and pcnur- 
iousness is thus made so manifest and 
conspicuous. 


In view of all this one cannot help 


but be inclined to the belief, which is a 
natural one, that it is by far the better 
part of wisdom in life to enjoy the fruits 
of one's own labor, and how foolish it 
seems to leave property to others who 
have never earned a dollar and do not 
even appreciate it. In time they squan- 
der it all and become moral and physical 
wrecks, doing them infinitely more in- 
jury than good.

DISCUSSED ISSUES 


Scored His Own. Party tor Broken

Legislature for What It 


Did Not Do. 


For once in the 
history of Kcnosha 


county the Old Settlers' picnic held at 
Paddock's Lake yesterday, drew a larg- 
er crowd of pcaple than the Racine coun- 
ty reunion. The main attraction, how- 
ever, was Governor Robert La Follette, 
speaker of the day. It had been noised 
about, and in fact published broadcast 
that the governor would open the cam- 
paign 
in his address. 
Naturally 
this 


had a tendency to draw politicians from 
all parts of the state; also farmers from 
Racine and Kenosha counties and Illi- 
nois. 


Secretary Roberta and President B. 


H. Stocker advertised the affair very 
extensively and were gratified with the 
attendance, which was fully six thousand 
people. On the grounds there were 2,- 
COO teams, and it was remarkable to 
note the number of senators and assem- 
blymen present, both from the. stalwart 
and half breed factions. 


State Treasurer J. J. Kcmpf; 
State 


Veterinary E. D. Roberts, of Janesville; 
Senator Otis W. Johnson, Racine; C. C. 
Gittings, Racine, and others were notic- 
ed. 


Governor La Toilette was late getting 


to • the grounds, not appearing until 1 
o'clock in the afternoon, being obliged 
to ride over to the lake from Kenosha 
in a carriage. When he appeared in the 
pavilion and was introduced by the pres- 
ident of the Kcno.-iha Old Settlers' so- 
ciety there was an audience of 1,000 
people crowded in the place. 


SPEECH THREE HOURS LONG. 


The address was of three hours' dura- 


tion and of. course while it pleased some 
it was galling to others. 
Good govern- 


ment was the subject of the talk. He 
gave his theories as to what it.should 
be and detailed his efforts to clFect re- 
forms in the commonwealth of.Wiscon- 
sin nnd concluded with au exhortation 
to the voters of Wisconsin not to allow 
any convention or combination, or set of 
men to dictate as to their choice of offi- 
cials, from governor down to coroner and 
claimed that the primary election bill as 
formulated by him, wns a remedy for 
the abuses which he claimed had form- 
erly been practiced. He further 
said 


that this primary election bill should 
also apply to the selection 
of 
United 


States senators. 


The following is only a synopsis of 


what the governor said, but shows the 
trend of his remarks: 


TRIBUTE TO PIONEERS. 


Gov. La Toilette first paid a tribute 


to the character of the pioneers, and 
then said the central idea he wished to 
convey was the responsibility of every 
generation to preserve the precious her- 
itage of representative government that 
has come down to us from the beginning. 


"Were all the old pioneers present in 


the 
flesh today," said the governor, 


"they would say that this day could be 
turned to ho better purpose. I can do 
my duty no better than to discuss the 
responsibility this generation owes 
to 


the preceding to maintain a pure form 
of government. Any one who dared to 
declare in the old days that the will of 
the people should not rule would have 
been branded as a traitor. Any one who 
says today that the will of the people 
should rule is declared by a part of the 
press, representing special interests, to 
be a menace to society. 


SERVANTS Of CORPORATIONS.

BIGHTS OB THE IIOAO. 


A protesting number of owners of 


road motors iu New York are to form a 
national organization for the expressed 
purpose of gaining such control of the 
roatls as 'will prevent the general public 
from in any manner interfering with 
tiae'ii- motors under pretext of the pub- 
He safety. That this is meant in this 
aense is necpsgarfly to be inferred from 
&hc published notieo of the called meet- 
5t!» for organization which says "to in- 
siat that the highways are free to all 
•Wkc, and that the right to use them is 
irrevocable." This is of course true in 
a certain sense. But it is further also 
true that the roads open to public travel 
are only open under those irrevocable 
eonditions that apply to everybody alike, 
BO one of the public shall in any manner 
endanger the safety of another, nor does 
such irrevocable right entitle any one of 
the public to use the highways in any 
such manner as ^hall interfere with the 
orderly travel of another one of the 
public. 


In other words, a land of liberty does 


not at all imply everybody can do as 
they please. 
Xofc so. There are many 


things one is not at liberty to do. At 
all times he or she must conform to pre- 
scribed usages suoh that thereby the 
liberty of another is not transgressed. 
The sidewalks are open to the public, 
but this same public can not in any wise 
obstruct travel, nor shall one citizen in 
any nmimer so use (lie walks as to place 
another citizen in danger or unnecessar- 
ily delay him, and the .streets in the 
sume manner. It is right and proper 
one shou/d pay for damages caused by 
any act of one or more to another on 
the highway or walk that has resulted 
from any transgression, or for injur- 
ies caused by improper driving or cure- 
less handling of vehicles, or through ac- 
cidents 
from fractious 
horses. These 


are the rules of the road in all localities 
and for the same* re;ison one can recov- 
er if he will push his or her suit for 
damages resulting from defective road- 
ways and walks. 


There arc no principles of law more 


firmly established'than that the public 
arc entitled to the use of the public 
roads and walks free from obstructions 
and the orderly use thereof. Therefore 
it assuredly follows if one of the public 
use a vehicle or motor so different from 
those in general use that thereby the 
public safety is endangered in any man- 
ner, that the users thereof must comply 
with the regulations that will tend to 
make the use- of the roads safe for peo- 
ple. If tlio users of these modern meth- 
ods of travel, tlie road motors in all 
forms, are to resist the plainest dictates 
of -prudence on the part of the public in 
putting in force such rules as will apply 
to all alike, an unpleasant condition o! 
ail'airs are sure to result, for the state 
cannot aJTord to have the lives of indi- 
viduals placed In jeopardy every hour in 
tbo day. The argument is made all 
chaffeurs and drivers of road motors arc 
not careless or indifferent to the rights of 
others and this is true, but for the rea- 
son that so nanny are not careful of the 
rights oi others, laws are absolutely nec- 
essary. It might bu said the great mass 
of the community are honest and law 
abiding, and this too, is time, therefore, 
the law should nob have policemen or 
jails, but because ail are not equally ob- 
servant af the proprieties and the just 
rights of others, laws aro necessary to 
restrain the carelessly disposed and the 
criminals. All people do not pay their 
debts alike; then it is courts arc neces- 
sary that they bo collected. 


Let all be reasonable in thene matters 


connected with. the changes in progress 
in road locomotion and thore will bo no 
trouble, otherwise it can be depended ' 
upon communities will be compelled to 
protect themselves in some manner.

himself did not so qualify the expression 
as he applied 
it 
to 
Mr. 
Cleve- 


land. But yet people will ue generous 
enough to think this is the way Mr. 
Bryan meant it. 


But as to this political fakiring, or 


bunco steering, examples are furnished 
the country right along. These public 
men shouting their political ideals, their 
reformatory ideals and their own partic- 
ular remedies and jiJans for 
supposed 


political ills, permit no questioning of 
either motives or their medicines. No 
one can differ 
wflh these men and be 


held to be a decent sort of respectable 
citizen. 
No others nmy possibly liave 


ideas that might really be an improve- 
ment and no others may be taken, into 
consultation as to securing the best pos- 
sible results aod retaining the 
fullest 


possible expression of views and action. 
This Mr. Bryan for instance earnestly 
denounces all who are unable to agree 
with him. The thoughts and the aspira- 
tions of Democratic minds are -those of 
his own, no others need apply. He is the 
Democratic party and if tho party will 
have none of him for a standard bearer 
in 1904, with his deluded following, Ms 
remaining socialistic followers, he pro- 
poses to dictate the pnrty nominee. He 
does noi understand, at least this is the 
impression given, that the country and 
his party as well has repudiated him 
and his twice by overwhelming majori- 
ties. He yet regards himself as the em- 
bodied, crystalized Democratism of 
the 


country and duly empowered to write 
platforms and make its candidates. 


Yet there are men who preach Bryan- 


ism though under 
different 
disguises. 


They may not bo within his particular 
dcmesque, but they are yet of his pat- 
tern, domineering, asserting, 
and 
de- 


nouncing right ami left everybody who 
will not accept of the political gospel as 
they have conceived. They permit no dif- 
fering methods, and of no variation in 
the plans they have devised, to say noth- 
ing of the, inestimable privilege 
men 


should assert of differing altogether with 
them. It is a crime and misdemeanor 
to differ, to argue at all about the mat- 
ter, and as for differing altogether it is 
a, capital crime and the daring individ- 
ual should be executed at once., 


Let iis have moderation in some of 


these matters. The best is only secur- 
ed by comparing of differing opinions, 
by concessions and the moA perfect free- 
dom to differ if so preferred. 
Let the 


Bryanizing of the country terminate and 
tho Republican party at least march un- 
der the banners of toleration, considera- 
tion and equity to all men.

The eoncliUon of affairs 5s such in the 


Balkan .states and 
Turkey .that 
the 


world would be, distinctly bettered if 
European governments took possession 
and carved out the territory of these 
wholesale human 
slaughterers 
among 


themselves. It doesn't matter n;.uch the 
religious belief, the inhabitants 
when 


not being carved \ip by aach other are 
being butchered by the Turk. It is not 
easy to precisely locate the blame for 
the sea of misery that has overtaken the 
helpless inhabitants being gradually ef- 
faced by the savagery of their rulers and 
being set upon each other, but the real 
scat of 'the whole trouble is readily locat- 
ed, and this is in Constantinople. 


A Russian fleet is noiv hovering along 


the Turkish coast on the Black sea. but 
tho object of Russia may as well be 
one thing as another, it mo.y be to pro- 
tect the Turk, or it mny be to 
seize 


him, either way. It is understood Ger- 
many stands friendly towards the sultan, 
while Austria and Hungary from asso- 
ciations would 
naturally 
stand 
pat 


towards the governments of Bulgaria, 
Servia and Ronmnnia. But not one of 
these governments but what would glad- 
ly terminate the awful scenes now pre- 
valent in these Balkan states if they 
could. It hns become n world horror and 
the massacres continue from day to day. 


Tire Chicago News has summed up tho 


situation in a way and says: 


:Tn the memorandum which the Bul- 


garian government has presented to the 
powers relative, to atrocities in Mace- 
donia for which it holds the Turkish 
government responsible and in the, or- 
dering of a- Russian fleet 
to 
Turkish 


waters one may discern tha't a crisis is 
approaching in Balkan affairs. 
The in- 


surgents have been striving to force in- 
tervention by the western nations and 
it begins to look as if they would suc- 
ceed. 


Tho efforts to secure reforms which 


Russiti and Austria have made and 
which, have had tho support of France, 
England and perhaps Germany have been 
accompanied by denunciation of the me- 
thods of the insurgents, many of which 
are infamous. 
Massacres of Christians 


by Christians cannot be excused upon 
the plea that things must be made .is 
bad as possible BO that the powers shall 
be compelled to intervene and stop the 
butchery. ' The Turks, os the Bulgarian 
government shows, have made bloody 
reprisals for the acts of the insurgents 
and also have committed many horrid 
(lends out of pure .ferocity. 
This state 


of things ca-nnot 
go 
on 
indefinitely. 


That the people of Bulgaria are forcing 
the hand of thniv govpvninrrtt is spec-' 
liil'ly eignificnnt. 


Prince Ferdiniiliil aail the piTscnt min- 


istry have tried 'to keep the lltilg-arifins 
on their own side of the frontier, but 
with ill success. Now ihc rule of ihe 
Coburg prince of Bulgaria is threatened 


by his people, who demand .to be -lee 
against the Turks. The government is 
pleading to the powers not only for jus- 
tice to the Christinas of Macedonia bui 
for its own existence, since it can scarce- 
ly hope to stem the rising tide, of war 
much, longer. The Turks are rcetrainec 
only by the strong arms of the powers 
from crossing tho Bulgarian border, to 
chastise the people from whom mainly 
come the men and the funds to carry 
on the insurrection. 


At no time since the last -war between 


Turkey and Greece has the condition o 
things looked so threatening in the Bal- 
kans as it does at the present moment 
However, the perturbed sultan is eager 
ito comply with any demands of the pow 
ers which he can carry out, as he knows 
that by such compliance alone can he 
hope to save himself from br.aishmen: 
from Europe, or at least from heavy 
loss of territory.. 


CHEAPER AJ.COHOL. 


The movement looking towards secur- 


ing cheaper alcohol appears to have gain- 
ed ground since the adjournment of con- 
gress and in the next session may pos- 
sibly succeed. This movement is uot a1 
all upon the lines of cheaper alcohol for 
liquoring purposes, but lor use in the 
arts and manufacturing of articles in 
which the use of alcohol is necessary, 
A committee is now at work, .that is will 
be, in conference with the commissioner 
of internal revenue with ihe object o! 
arriving at some plan by which the ques- 
tion may be presented t/o congress in 
•the proper form. It is desirable !to secure 
fifteen cent alcohol if a possible thing 
and if this be accomplished the effect 
will be indeed wonderful in revolution- 
izing some Industries. 


In Fro-nee, and Germany -ih£ use of al- 


cohol is just as common as is gasoline 
in this country, while here alcohol so 
extremely useful and so costly as well, is 
only used in certain departments of the 
arts in scientific works and in medicines, 
because of the extreme cost, only made 
extreme bjr the very high tax placed by 
tho government years ago and never re- 
duced. The cost- of alcohol in. Germany 
is between 15 and 18 cents, and if the 
-tax was retnov«d. in the United States 
the cost would be reduced to between 
15 and 20 cents. Alcohol is vastly Eefer 
than is gasoline, or benzine and can be 
used for cooking, heating, 
propelling 


motors, furnishing power, and in fact is 
an extremely useful article so useful ov- 
crywhercs, that -there is no 
legitimate 


argument in the 
government 
further 


keeping up 'the heavy tax, especially 
since tho government has no possible 
need for the revenue. 


Many manufaetnred articles require 


the use of alcohol, one being mentioned, 
that ot cartridges, and the fact stated 
'that an eastern manufacturer has es- 
tablished -a branch concern in Canada. 
The process employed is to ship the al- 
cohol from this country, the manufac- 
turer securing a rebate or drawback of 
$2.00 a gallon. Tho cartridges are fin- 
ished in Canada and are shipped to this 
country, and the manufacturer 
it is 


claimed after paying -the 30 per cent, 
duty saves a tidy sum every month. 
Many manufactured 
articles can not 


be completed without alcohol, the state- 
ment being made -that every Derby hat 
contains ten cents worth of alcohol. 


The agricultural community would be 


great gainers if the alcohol 'tax was re- 
moved. 
This needed article, so useful 


in many ways, could be and then would 
be mode from the lower grades of corn, 
and soft corn would make just as good 
alcohol as would hard corn. As alcohol 
can ixlso be mado from other products, 
as potatoes, wheat, etc., it will be seen 
with the cost so reduced the .manufac- 
turing world can take it up, the demand 
will be something immense. With the 
great 
surplus revenue 
now 
enjoyed 


the $15,000,000 being derived from alco- 
hol would not be missed, and! tho only 
problem, a problem because it is so as- 
serted to be, is 'to discriminate between 
nlcohol for drinking- purposes and manu- 
facturing purposes.

THE: FIRST RACE: 


American Defender Finishes 7 Minutes, 2 


Seconds Ahead of tSHamrocK. After De- 
j 
ducting; Time Allowance of 1.57. 


In a Stiff Breeze Blowing From 12 to 15 Knots an Hour Captain 


Barr's Gallant Crew Sail Thirty Mile Course, Taking 


Lead After First Hour's Sailing—Fifty Second Anni- 


versary of Winning of Queen's Cup by America. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—On the fifty- 


Eecond anniversary of the winning of the 
Queen's cup by the America, the Sham- 
rock HI, Sir Thomas Lipton's third can- 
didate for the international trophy, now 
known as the America's cup, was de- 
feated, by the Reliance, time allowance 
excluded from the reckoning, by 8 min- 
utes 50 seconds. With the time allow- 
ance the Reliance won by 7 minutes 
and 2 seconds. The official time was: 


Start—Shamrock 11:45:17; Reliance, 


11:45:02. 


Finish—Reliance, 3:17:45; Shamrock, 


3:26:40. 


The time allowance will be recomput- 


ed after the Shamrock's remeasurement 
on Monday. 


FAST RACE IN PROSPECT. 


A true, clean contest which can leave 


no doubt of superiority, such as fluky 
winds permit, should result today in 
the race between Reliance and Shamrock 
III for the prize which so long has been 
coveted by English yachtsmen. The wind 
nt 8 a. m. blew steadily out of the west 
southwest at a rate of from eight to ten 
knots and from a perfectly cloudless sky. 
There was every indication that the 
matchless yachts representing two na- 
tions would sail a finished race. The 
breeze which had died down somewhat 
during the night had shifted to the south 
of 
west and increased in strength 
as 


the sun rose. A perfect day broke anil 
the air was dry and cool with no indi- 
cations of a return of the sultry condi- 
tions which prevailed at the same time 
on Thursday. 


The sea still had somewhat of a roll 


and there was not a little sur£ breaking 
along the Jersey shore. The wind was 
strong enough to send along coasting 
vessels at a lively rate. 
Some o£ the lit- 


tle fishing vessels, anticipating an in- 
creased wind before the day was over 
had one or two reefs in their mainsails. 


SAILORS ARK UP EARLY. 


At Sandy llock bay all was activity 


and bustle on board the racing craft as 
early as six o'clock, and the prospect of 
fust racing weather seemed to imbue the 
men with 
more 
life. Before 7 o'clock 


both boats had put their jibs and stay- 
sails in stop-; and taken the covers ofT 
their mainsails, while the captains and 
mates of each bont had been aboard and 
inspected blocks and tackles. The sun 
burned away the early morning fog and 
showed a clear sky, except for the fleecy 
bits of clouds to windward which gave 
indications that the wind would keep 
up during the day. 


CAPTAINS ARE CONFIDENT. 


Both Captain Barr, of Reliance, and 


Captain Wringo of Shamrock III were 
jubilant. Captain Barr said: 


"If this blow continues, and it looks as 


if it would, we'll have a great race in 
good time." 


Captain Wringp said: 
"This is Sham- 


rock weather. We can do it in this." 


At 8:20 o'clock the wind was blowing 


at fully twelve miles an hour from the 
southwest, and with no sign of abate- 
ment or change of direction. This would 
lay the course down the Jersey coast 
close in to shore and the wind not abat- 
ing would get the race oft 
1 within three 


hours. "Lee rails will be under water 
today," said Sir Thomas Lipton as he 
took his early morning constitutional on 
the deck of the Erin, "and I look for 
great things from iny boat. 


TO REMEASURE SHAMROCK. 


Shamrock III will be rcmeasiired in 


Eric basin Monday in the presence of n 
representative of the Reliance. 
The 


chairman of the racing committee o! the 
New York Yacht club, Lewis Ledyard, 
notified Sherman Crawford, vice commo- 
dore of tho Royal Ulster Yacht squadron 
to that effect in the -following telegram: 


"Mr. Iselin reports that you informed 


him, just before starting on yesterday's 
race that Shamrock had no anchor and 
cable on board before starting. 
You re- 


ported it also to the regatta committee. 
This, if trtie, would require a now meas- 
urement 
under the agreement, 
before 


starting another race. I appreciate that 
it wouid be impossible now for you to 
procure a measurement bofore starting 
tomorrow ftnd understand that the re- 
gatta committee requested that Sham- 
rock III l>c remcasurcd on Monday. Un- 
der the circumstances, knowing that the 
occasion arose from an oversight our 
ooBunittee are willing that y_our boat 


shall start tomorrow, but subject' to the ' 
new measurement to be taken on Mon- 
day next. 


The vessel on such measurement, is to 


be exactly in the same trim as when 
sailing Saturday, which fact will be es- 
tablished by your own statement. 


Lewis C. Ledyard." 


Mi'. Crawford's answer was: 
"Thanks 
for 
telegram. 
We 
were 


measured 
without anchor and 
chain 


aboard. We had not an anchor or chain 
on board during the first race and we 
found that they were required by the 
rules. We 
propose to sail 
tomorrow 


with the same trim and be measured 
Monday with anchor and chain aboard. 
If your committee has any more sug- 
gestions we will meet them with pleas- 
ure. 
(Signed) 


"Crawford." 


OVERSIGHT, SAYS LTPTON. 


C. D. Mower, official measurer "of the 


New York Yacht 
club, 
notified 
Mr. 


Crawford this morning that he would 
measure the yacht at Erie basin Monday 
morning with a representative of the 
Reliance on board. 
Nobody 
aboard 


either yacht would discuss the measure- 
ment of the Shamrock with her anchor 
and chain aboard. Sir Thomas Lipton 
said, however: "It was all an oversight 
and the yacht club representatives were 
only made cognizant of our being meas- 
ured without them, when we told them. 
Neither 
their representative nor 
ours 


present at the measuring noticed the er- 
ror at the time. It will not make any 
difference." 


MAY EXCEED NINETY FEET. 


When Shamrock III was first measur- 


ed, the hatches had to be removed, and 
two light weight men substituted for 
two heavier ones in the crew to keep the 
water line inside of ninety feet. This 
brought her up to 80.31 feet. 


The anchor weighs as much as two 


men, and it js thought that when the 
yacht shall be rcmeosurcd there will be 
some difficulty getting inside the water 
line maximum. A few seconds difference 
in the race today might make the result 
dependent on the remcasure. 


SET SAIL FOR COURSE. 


Reliance started up her mainsail at 


S:30 and five minutes to 0 o'clock took 
a line from her tender and with jib and 
staysail in stops and mainsail set, left 
the Hook for the start. The Shamrock 
followed her a few minutes later. 
She 


did not take a line from the Cruiser, 
but broke her jib and staysail and with 
her mainsail set sailed out of the har- 
bor, a very pretty sight. After Reliance 
had rounded the Hook she set har club 
topsail. Reliance clung to her tender 
until 9:30 when she dropped her tow 
and started down the coast. 


Reliance seemed to have trouble in 


setting her club topsail and a sailor was 
in her shrouds trying to remove the diffi- 
culty. She signalled her tender and was 
again taken in tow which she did not 
drop until she had arrived at the light- 
ship. By 10 o'clock both the yachts had 
arrived in the vicinity of the starting 
lino and had set all the sails which they 
intended to carry across the line. By 
this hour the first of the excursion fleet 
had begun to appear. The wind steadily 
increased and tne wind gauges showed 
that the yachts would have a wholesale 
breeze of, about ten knots an hour to 
start with. 


STARTING POINT CHANGED. 


Owing to the direction of the wind the 


committee had sonic difficulty in decid- 
ing on the starting point, as it was ap- 
parent that a beat to windward of fif- 
teen miles from the lightship was im- 
practicable. It was finally concluded to 
make the start several miles to the east- 
ward. This change necessitated a delay 
from the hour set. 


COURSE MARKED OUT. 


The committee boat followed by the 


racers and excursion fleet set out for 
the new starting point, Which was so 
fixed that the course would be fifteen 
miles to windward 
and 
return. The 


Navigator at 11 finally anchored at 
point six miles due cast of. the light- 
ship and about eight miles from the 
Long Island shore south-southwest from 
Ixjhg Bench. The two racers and the 
excursion fleet soon reached the same 
point and awaited the preparatory gun. 
The committee hoisted a signal showing 
the course to be a beat of fifteen miles 
to windward and return, and the boat 
marking the turn set offl in the direc- 
tion of Long Branch where the turning 


should be about six miles off 
point 
shore. 


JOCKEY FOR POSITIONS. 


At 11:30 the preparatory gun was fir- 


ed' and 'immediately the two yachts be- 
gun maneuvering for positions. As they 
sailed back and forth in this preliminary 
struggle both boats showed a good deal 
of weather side as they laid down, dip- 
ping the lee rail. Reliance made a Ion, 
board to the eastward with Shamrock 
quite a distance astern. After standing 
about a mile from the mark Reliance 
came about, Shamrock soon following. 
At 11:4:0 when the warning gun was 
fired both boats were to the westward 
of the line standing inshore. 


SHAMROCK CROSSES FIRST. 


Both boats stood a quarter of a mile 


to the westward of the line and run 
down to west. Shamrock gibbcd, Re- 
liance following with the same maneuv- 
ers. Both boats were on the starboard 
tack, heading for the line and crossing 
it 
held.about south, Shamrock being 


about two lengths ahead. Some min- 
utes after crossing both yachts broke 
out baby jibtopsails. It looked as if 
Reliance had purposely held back from 
crossing the line in order to cut down 
whatever time allowance she might have 
to give. 


BRITISH BOAT KEEPS LEAD. 


Ten minutes 
after 
the start 
the 


yachts were stilt holding towards the 
south on the starboard tack and from 
shore it looked as if Reliance was gain- 
ing a trifle. The wind which was steady 
was from the west-sonthwest, seemed to 
be getting more to the southward and 
the boats had every 
opportunity 
to 


show what they could do in a beat to 
windward 
in a comparatively smooth 


sea and a fifteen knot breeze. 


The contest developed into a close and 


exciting one, for, while Reliance sccined 
to pick up and to be to windward of 
Shamrock, she was unable to get by. At 
12:11 o'clock the American boat swung 
around on the port tack and headed for 
the Jersey shore. 
Shamrock kept on 


two minutes longer 
before tacking to 


port. 


RELIANCE TAKES THE LEAD. 


In the first fifty minutes of racing the 


contest was so close as to create the 
most 
intense excitement among 
the 


crowds of spectators on boat and shore. 
At 12:35 the yachts were still holding 
the port tack standing toward Seabright 
fully eight miles off shore. The wind 
Jiiul strength and yachts had ail of it 
that they'vanted for the sail they were 
carrying. 


There was no break in this long tack 


until 12:40 when Reliance went about. 
Shamrock, however, continued for a few 
minutes longer. From shore it looked 
as if Reliance forced Sharmock about. 


It 
has looked as if the 
challenger 


might squeeze by and get the windward 
berth. Reliance, however, had too much 
speed for Sh»mrock and was compelled 
to tack in order not to be blanketed by 
her 
opponent. Reliance 
succeded 
in 


holding far enough to windward to draw 
up until she was just to the weather of 
the challenger and at 12:52 it looked as 
if the American defender had succeeded 
in getting the upper hand of the chal- 
lenger. She was on the starboard tack 
some distance to the weather of Sham- 
rock and slowly but surely outfooting 
the latter. 


SEE DEFEAT FOR SHAMROCK. 
At 1254 p. m. both boats were still 


holding to the south on the starboard 
tack with Reliance apparently in the 
lead a short distance. The yachts at 
that time had sailed more than half 
way to the outer mark. 


Otl the yachts sailed, both plunging 


into the rolls. The wind softened, but 
when a hard pu(T came the Shamrock 
would hold her own nicely. 


The wind lightened as they beat for 


the weather mark, and Reliance seemed 
to like the weather better. 
She inci'eivs- 


cd her advantage with every mile sail- 
ed, and at 1:50 it Would see that but 
for somte accident or some great fluke 
she had the race Won. When the wind 
softened it. seemed to shift moro west- 


ward and the yachts were forced to take 
several short tacks as they maneuvered 
;o fetch, the mark which was now about 
a mile away. 


After getting to a gcfed position ofl 


Shamrock's 
starboard- bow, 
Reliance 


went on tack to port and headed in 
shore. Shamrock continued on the star- 
board tack, until a trifle to windward of 
Reliance's wake, when 
she also went 


about and headed for the New Jersey 
coast. 


RELIANCE KEEPS GAINING. 


The second tack off shore, or the third 


which the boats, 'had made in the race 
was . not more than twenty minutes 
long. In that time Reliance gained a 
commanding position to the windward 
and ahead of her 
opponent and 
the 


American enthusiasts began to feel that 
their gallant defender, barring accidents, 
had the race well in hand. As soon as 
she was well to weather of Shamrock, 
Reliance tacked inshore again and when 
Shamrock, heading on until she crossed 
her 
opponent's wake, also tackecl, 
it 


looked as if Reliance was, leading by 
fully a quarter of a mile and after sail- 
ing on the leg for about fifteen minutes 
it 
appeared as 
if the Reliance had. 


drawn still further away. 


At 1:25 the yachts were within five 


miles of the outer mark. The wind still 
held strong and from the 
southwest, 


blowing at about twelve knots 
and 


there was every prospect of a quick nan 
back to finish under spinnakers. 


It had taken Reliance quite a little 


time 
to overhaul and draw clear of 


Shamrock, but once in the 
lead the 


American set a pace which the challeng- 
er was unable to equal and slowly but 
continuously . she lengthened the 
d 


tance between herself and Sir Thomas' 
boat. 


BARNS CONSUMED 


LOSS BEING $4,1

Reliance turned the outer 
mark at 


1:15:14 and immediately set her spinna- 
ker to port and like a huge bird headed 
straight for the finish fifteen miles away 
and as the wind caught her huge ex 
panse of sail, her quickened pace placed 
her an eighth of a mile in the lead. 
Shamrock turned the mark at 1:58:30, 
setting her spinnaker to port. She tried 
to hoist a balloon jib to port, but seem- 
ed to jam half way up, and after a fu- 
tile attempt to raise it substituted a 
balloon topsail. The difficulty was over- 
come a moment later and Shamrock suc- 
ceeded in getting up her balloon jibtop 
sail, but after the yachts bad sailed for 
a short distance the balloon jibs were 
taken in. 


SIMPLY A PROCESSION. 


For some time Reliance gained con 


stantly, and at 2:30 o'clock had increas- 
ed her lead to a mile and a half. In 
fact, 
the race was a procession. Re 


liancc 
with 
her 
greater sail spread 


drawing further and further away from 
Shamrock, the home run was being made 
very fast before the twelve to fourteen 
knot breeze and at 2:35 when the boats 
were 
timed passing a point, the Re 


liancc seemed to be a full five minutes 
ahead and it would Appear as thougl 
she would win the riicc by from five to 
eight minutes, if no accident occurred 


The steamers of the excursion flee 


were hard pushed to keep pace with th 
big racers its the latter drove home be 
fore the wind. There was, however, a 
big fleet gathered at the finish line to 
greet the victor.

Lexius of La Crosse wag killed in a run- 
away accident at 
Thirty-seventh 
and 


Vliet streets at 5:30 o'clock last evening 
while trying to check the frightened ani- 
mal he was driving by cutting across a 
vacant lot. He was hurled 
over tbe 


dashboard to the ground, breaking his 
neck. Death was almost instantaneous, 
and the body is now at the county mor- 
gue. 


Aid. Lexius is probably the best known 


of La Crosses local Democrats. Known 
as the "Hinky Dink" of La Crosse. he 
controlled with an iron hand the Bohem- 
ian clement of La Crosse, and the lower 
element of its democracy. 
Lcxius was 


born in Switzerland in 1851. His mother 
was a Dane, his father Swiss. 


Lexius had devotod conscientious ef- 


forts to the betterment of the 
wage 


earners of La Crosse. Ilis most recent ef- 
fort being the passage of ao ordinance 
granting city laborers, including clerks 
and the ftre department, an increase in 
wages and the equivalent of an eight 
hour day. He had seVved six terms in 
the city council as alderman from the 
Eighth ward.
